Meals  on  Wheels 

This  Service,  run  by  the  W.R.V.S.,  commenced  19 63  by  serving  15 
meals  to  persons  in  need  of  the  service  twice  weekly,  during  I968 
increased  to  40  meals  per  session. 


GENERAL  FR0VISI0N  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Hospitals. 

The  hospital  services  for  Ilfracombe  and  the  surrounding  areas  are 
administered  by  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  North 
Devon  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  hospital  situated  in  the  town  is  the  Ilfracombe  and  District 
Tyrrell  Hospital  which  ha.s  32  beds.  During  the  year  the  Bicclescombe  Hospital 
was  closed.  This  hospital  had  10  convalescent  beds  and  10  maternity  beds. 
With  the  opening  of  the  new  maternity  unit  at  Barnstaple,  all  maternity  cases 
needing  hospital  delivery  are  now  admitted  to  Barnstaple. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Kingsley  Hospital  at  Bideford  is  available  for  infectious 
diseases  other  than  small  pox. 

Small  Pox. 

Liskeard  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  the  one  to  which  any  cases  of  small 
pox  will  be  sent.  Special  ambulance  transport  can  be  obtained  through 
Plymouth  Ambulance  Service.  Tel.  No.  Plymouth  64101. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Exeter.

Authority,  are  stationed  at  Ilfracombe  and  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.

EOR  THE  YEAR  1968 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ilfracombe  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs#  Avant  and  G-entlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  relating  to  the  work  of  my 
Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1968. 

No  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  Construction  of  the 
old  people’s  home  (by  and  for  the  Devon  County  Council  at  Burrow  House  site, 
Highfield  Road)  was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Ministerial  approval  was  obtained  during  the  year  for  the  construction 
©f  47  units  of  accommodation  to  be  erected  on  the  same  site  for  the  District 
Council. 

The  layout  plan  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  the  Devon  County  Council 
are  to  prepare  the  detailed  plans  of  the  various  dwellings  for  this  Authority. 

The  scheme  consists  of  8 bungalows  and  19  ground  floor  one-bedroomed 
flats  for  old  people,  19  first  floor  one-bedroomed  flats  for  general  need  and 
accommodation  for  a resident  warden. 

There  were  90  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  one  bedroomed 
accommodation,  63  applicants  for  two-bedroomed  accommodation,  35  applicants  for 
three— bedroomed  accommodation  and  4 for  four-bedroomed  accommodation  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  new  accommodation  to  be  provided  at  the  Burrow  House  Site  will 
greatly  assist,  in  reducing  the  number  of  applicants  for  one-bedroomed 

accommodation  and  who  are/the  most  urgent  need  of  rehousing. 

in 

There  are  now  fourteen  sets  of  public  conveniences  in  the  Urban  District. 
Two  further  conveniences  were  provided  with  wash-hand  basins  and  cold  water  supply. 
There  are  now  only  two  sets  of  conveniences  without  these  facilities. 

Paper  hand  towels  and  soap  dispensers  are  provided  free  of  charge  for 
use  in  ccnnection  with  washing  facilities. 

Labour  problems  Yfere  experienced  during  the  winter  months  with  the 
refuse  collection  staff.  One  additional  loader  was  eventually  employed  on  one 
of  the  two  crews  giving  driver/loader  and  three  loaders  and  the  systems  whereby 
the  crews  leave  work  when  their  rounds  are  completed  was  abolished,  all  crews 
now  remaining  on  duty  until  normal  finishing  time. 

It  is  essential  that  a suitable  scheme  be  put  into  operation  for  the 
summer  months,  when  an  additional  vehicle  comes  into  service. 
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At  the  tine  of  writing  X can  envisage  a third  loader  "being  necessitated 
on  this  additional  vehicle  which  will  "be  in  use,  raising  the  complement  of 
employees  to  nine,  compared  with  seven  during  the  1 967/8  summer  season. 

The  new  Dennis  Paxit  IIA  refuse  vehicle  came  into  service  in  May.  It 

has  proved  itself  a satisfactory  vehicle,  capable  of  dealing  with  a much 
larger  volume  of  refuse  per  load  than  the  Shelvoke  & Drewry  Pakamatic  20.  This 
vehicle  is  now  used  during  both  summer  and  winter. 

The  hopper  of  the  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  was  modified  during  the  early  part 
of  the  winter.  This  enables  large  cardboard  containers  to  be  taken  into  the 
collection  body,  with  much  greater  efficiency. 

The  old  S.  & D.  Pore  and  Aft  Tipper  has  been  retained  as  a stand-by 

vehicle* 


During  the  year  a total  of  69  premises  were  given  a second  general 
inspection  under  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  This  represents 
approximately  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  premises  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

In  most  casew,  these  follow-up  inspections  revealed  that  works  required 
on  first  inspections  had  been  carried  out. 

When  registered  premises  are  also  food  premises  they  are  inspected  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960* 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  hotels,  boarding-houses  and  food  shops 
was  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  2,219  visits  were  made  and  338  interviews  granted 
in  relation  to  the  work  of  the  Department. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
Officers  and  my  Clerk,  Mr.  Down,  for  their  support  and  assistance  during  the 
year.

Housing 


Mrs,  Braund,  the  Warden  of  the  Old  People's  Flats  at  Wilder 
Park  continued  to  carry  out  her  duties  in  a most  efficient  manner  on  many 
occasions  helping  the  old  persons  under  her  charge  in  ways  strictly  outside 
the  terms  of  her  employment. 

When  the  forty-sefen  units  of  accommodation  are  available  on 
the  Burrow  House  Site,  Highfield  Road,  this  will  provide  housing  for 
many  old  persons  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List,  who  are  in  really  urgent 
need.  Twenty  seven  of  the  forty-seven  units  will  be  old  persons  dwellings ' 
and  one  for  a resident  warden. 


No  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 


During  the  year  13  Council  Houses  were  let  as  a result  of 
changes  of  tenancy,  and  7 tenants  exchanged  occupation  of  Council  owned 
properties. 
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OvercroYfding  and  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was 
reported  during  the  year,  which  was  abated  by  informal  action.  No 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960.  There  are  3 sites 
licenced  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  and  one  site  is  operated 
by  the  Caravan  Club. 

Four  sites  are  used  for  tenting  (including  one  under  the  control 
of  the  Camping  Club  of  treat  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland).  Sanitary 
accommodation  and  water  supply  is  available. 

62  visits  Y/ere  paid  to  sites  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Water  Supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

82  bacteriological  samples  v;ere  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Board  and  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

The  follovTing  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Board. 

The  Y/ater  supply  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  in  quality  ahd 

in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  weekly  and  duplicate  examination 
results  are  sent  to  the  Council.  These  samples  are  taken  from  consumers' 
taps  at  various  points  in  the  toY/n.  Samples  for  bacteriological  analyses 
are  not  normally  taken  of  the  raw  water  as  this  is  known  to  vary  from  day  to 
day  according  to  rainfall. 

The  water  supplied  from  Hore  Down  is  slightly  plumb o solvent  at 
the  Source,  although  this  is  corrected  by  treatment  at  Friendship  before  the 
v/ater  is  put  into  supply. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to  contamination. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 

is  3*400. 

Natural  Fluoride  content  of  Y?ater  .02  part  per  million. 

Some  Y/ater  shortage  was  experienced  during  a few  weeks  at  the 
height  of  the  summer  season  in  the  Hele  area.  The  North  Devon  Water  Board 
have  agreed  to  provide  a booster  to  alleviate  this  trouble  in  the  future. 
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Swimming  Baths,  The  Council  operate  large  covered  sea  water  swimming 
haths,  and  there  are  also  four  private  swimming  baths  attached  to  Hotels 
and  Chalets  Sites.  The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.

MILK  SUPPLY 


The  County  Council's  Licence  permits  pasteurising  at  the  Local

Devon  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this 
area.  All  complaints  relating  to  unsound  food  are  passed  to  the  County 
Council  for  any  action  that  Authority  consider  necessary. 


RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL. 

Rodent  Control.  This  service  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  "basis  "by  a 
Council  employee  who  does  routine  inspections  and  treatments  using  warfarin 
poison.  199  first  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  which  necessitated 
a further  64-5  re-visits.  No  major  infestations  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  refuse  tip  is  daily 'inspected  for  rat  infestation  and  if  any 
activity  is  found,  treatment  is  carried  out  immediately. 

The  use  of  warfarin  poison  reduces  risk  of  danger  to  domestic 
animals  to  minimal  proportions  and  no  cases  of  warfarin-prejudice  was 
encountered  during  the  year. 

Pest  Confcpol  - Wasps.  In  all  cases  advice  is  given  on  the  best  methods 
to  be  adopted  for  the  extermination  of  these  pests. 
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REFUSE 


Vehicles.  The  Council  have  three  vehicles  in  use,  one  being  laid  up  at 
Hele  Depot  during  the  winter  months.  The  vehicles  are:- 

(1)  Eord  15  cwt.  with  specially  constructed  body  for  refuse  collection, 
purchased  August  1964. 

(2)  Shelvoke  & Drewry  TN  type  Continuous  Loader,  purchased  in  April  1966. 

(3)  Dennis  Paxit  IIA  purchased  in  May  1968. 

The  old  S.  & D.  Fore  & Aft  Tipper  is  kept  serviceable  at  the  Hele 
Depot,  to  be  used  if  necessary.  The  Ford  15  cwt  vehicle  purchased  in  1964 
gave  considerable  mechanical  trouble  during  the  year  and  should,  in  my 
opinion,  how  be  replaced  by  a somewhat  larger  capacity  vehicle  on  a stouter 
chassis.  I think  that  the  four  years  service  obtained  from  the  existing 
small  vehicle,  which  it  is  essential  to  operate  to  deal  with  premises 
situated  in  the  several  narrow  lanes  etc  in  the  District,  is  as  much  as 
could  be  reasonably  expected  of  it,  bearing  in  mind  the  rough  type  of 
work  which  it  has  to  perform. 

Collection  Service.  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the 
Urban  District.  Two  collections  are  made  each  week  during  the  summer 
months  from  Hotels  and  Guest  Houses  which  are  so  assessed  for  rating  purposes. 

Further  collections  are  made  if  requested  on  payment  of  10/~  per 
bin  per  additional  collection  per  week  for  the  summer  season  and  pro  rata 
charges  are  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse,  varying  from  £1 . 11.  6d 
to  £5.  12.  6d  according  to  quantity  to  be  removed. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  The  Refuse  Tip  at  Killacleave  Wood  serves  the  District 
and  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out. 

The  B.85  Loader  tracked  vehicle  purchased  in  May  1965  continued  to 
operate  at  the  Tip  during  the  year.  New  tracks  were  fitted  in  January  and 
the  engine  overhauled  during  April,  which  should  extend  it1  s useful  life 
for  another  eighteen  months  to  two  years. 

The  amount  of  refuse  deposited  during  the  year  consisted  of  2,195 
loads  weighing  an  estimated  4,138  tons.  In  addition  2,952  loads  of  soil 
and  other  covering  material  were  deposited  at  the  Tip  during  the  year. 

The  Council*  s Tip  at  Haggington  Head  continued  to  prove  useful 
for  the  disposal  of  soil.  During  October  refuse  was  again  being  deposited 
near  the  base  of  the  tip  at  Killacleave,  access  being  obtained  from  the 
newly-constructed  road  at  the  east  side  of  the  Tip. 

No  trouble  was  experienced  with  rats  at  the  Tip,  due  to  adequate 
covering  of  refuse  and  periodical  baiting. 
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One  shop  was  licensed  under  the  above  act
